His heroic re- 
sistance will do, more to deter train rob- 
bers in the future than a score of detec- 
tives. The deliberateness, persistency 
and boldness of the robbers were re- 
markable, and probably have few paral- 
lels in criminal annals. The postal 
clerks, locked in their oar and but 
thirty feet distant, could have shot 
down the highwaymen had not short- 
sighted policy left them without arms. 
They declare that they were possessed 
of no weapons of defense whatever, 
"not even a toothpick." Of this evi- 
dently the robbers were aware. It is to 
be hoped that "even a toothpick" will 
be alloted the postal clerk hereafter; 


J possibly the exercise of that liberality 
may lead, in time, to the Government 
exercising the ordinary caution observed 
by the Express Company in arming its 
messenger.

A Ctooil nine. 


The Idaho mine of Grass Valley, Ne 


vada county, California, is a good illus 
tration of what can be done in mining 
when diverted of stock jobbing inter 
ests. The mine has been productive for 
a good many years, and has paid divi 
deuds nearly every month since 18G9 
The bullion yield since 1869 has been 
$7,407,400, from which 162 dividend! 
of $3,365,050 have been paid. It wil 
be seen that stockholders have receivec 
45 per cent, of the gross bullion pro 
duoed. This is equal to $1,086 per 
share. 
Unfortunately there are too 


many mines managed on tho principle 
of seeing how much can be wrenchec 
from stockholders. A mine that givei 
$45 to stockholders out of every $100 i 
produces is the kind of mine that a 
good many investors are just now hunt 
ing for. The Idaho produced $565,386 
in bullion last year and paid $263,50 
in dividends. 
It has done better aui 


worse than the above. Last year \va 
about the fifth best year in the histor; 
of the mine. It took out 27,559 tons o 
ore, averaging $20 64 per ton, at a cos 
of $9 83 per ton for raining and mill 
ing. The pay chute on the 1,100 foo 
level has been exhausted. The 1,200 foo 
level aud slopes have not done ver; 
well for the past year, but ar« expeotei 
to do bettor hereafter. On the 1,30 
foot level the ledge is 2% feet wids on 
an average. 


Deadly Kailway Accident lit Wes 


Virginia. 


A dispatch dated Keyser, January 23 


says: Ono of tho most terrible anc 
fatal railroad accidents that ever oc 
currecl in this part of the country hap 
pened on the George Creek and Cum 
b«rland Railroad to-day. Three eoa 
trains, consisting of three locomotives 
fifty-two hoppers and seventeen gondo 
las, nil loaded, started from Cumberland 
coupled together, one engine in front 
another in the middle and one in th 
rear. In going down one of the steej 
grades the engines lost control of the 
train and started down the steep incline 
at a featful rate of speed. The train 
kept the track until they gat OM to 
trestlework having a reverse curve 
when the front engine ilew the track 
dragging ell the men, cars nnd looomo 
tires after it, all going rolling and tutu 
bhng down a steep hill, between 80 anc 
and 100 feet high. Seven dead bodies 
have been found amid tho wreck, anc 
more are missing. Each train consisted 
of a conductor, two brakemen, fireman 
and engineer—in all fifteen—not one o 
whom can be fouud alive. Their names 
are not obtainable.

NEVADA JPUBJLIC LANDS. 


[Caison Index.] 
: 


The more we-consider Senator Ho- 
art's concurrent resolution relating to 
he extension of Government surveys in 
Nevada, and the more we learn'con- 
cerning the origin and history of the 
esolution, the more inclined we are to 
accord it hearty support and oommen- 
lation. The main points thus far ad- 
duced against the resolution, 'if we 
understand them, are, that behind the 
scenes there is a job among the1 survey- 
ors to do an immense amount of un- 
necessary surveying at a vast increase 
of rate per mile for the perambulations 
and other work of the surveys. Sec- 
ondly, that it will in some instances re- 
sult that mineral lands will be surveyed 
or the timber value alone and sold to 
ihe detriment of the poor miners and 
prospectors who ought to be entitled to 
all tha timber on mineral lands free of 
any charge-sunder itue existing license 
of the Federal Government. 


It should be remembered, howerar, 


that the entire domain until it is sur- 
veyed and sold, is tho property of the 
United States Government, and that all 
the surveys are carried on at Govern- 
ment expense—in which the State of 
Nevada does not participate to the ex- 
tent of one dollar. It is quite possible 
that there are frequent oases of jobbery 
in the conducting of the public surveys, 
but with this fact Nevada has nothing 
directly to do. .The truth is, that for 
the benefit as well of the general Gov- 
ernment, as well as of the State, the 
lands should be surveyed and sold to 
private purchasers, so far as marketable, 
aud under due regulations against the 
monopolizing of large areas in few 
hands. The State has a very substan- 
tial interest in selling and receiving pay 
for the benefit of the School Fund, all 
the timber and agricultural land which 
is available under the two million acre 
grant, procured in Congress by Mr. 
Daggett. The early survey of the more 
valuable portions of the domain will put 
a very great 
{ check upon the timbei 


trespassers who are so numerous and so 
rapidly despoiling the entire domain ol 
this most valuable natural product. It 
ia evident to us that in view of the fore- 
going particulars, Nevada has everything 
to gain and nothing to lose from the pas- 
sage of Senator Hobart's Resolution. 
As to the mineral lands, it may be said 
that the Government instruction to sur- 
veyors is to report all such land under 
its true designation upon the township 
plats, nnd when so reported they are 
withheld from sale for any other than 
mining purposes. 
It is to, be fairly 


presumed that surveyors comply with 
their instructions in those respects. 
The amount of timber actually growing 
on the mineral lauds of this State is bul 
n very small proportion of the whole 
body of timber in this State. It has 
seldom happened that any mine has 
ever been extensively developed through 
th» use only of such timber as happens 
to grow or stand upon the mining loca- 
tion itself. The plea for the poor miu 
ers in this respect has a basis that is 
but little more than trivial. The grea 
wood and lumber trade of this State hat 
been for many years largely supported 
by trespass upon Government land foi 
the stock for market. The time has 
come when the State of Nevada, as wel! 
as General Government, should realize 
the common price per uure for the do- 
main, and that 
legitimate business 


should be done through private owner 
ship of all lauds from which timbei 
supplies are taken. Tha subject geuer 
ally is one upon which very much can 
be said and ic ought to receive the atteu 
tiou und best energies of the presen 
session of our Legislature. We hope 
the Assembly will pass the resolution 
by a very large majority.

tiicts 'if Huugv.y is he ^nmni'; t» oc"npy 
the attention of the Hungarian Govern- 
ment. Slauy take advantage of the Gal 
liciaa frontier to get across withoul 
passports. In order to prevent this the 
Hungarian authorities have requeatec 
Austria to arrest the passage of such 
Hungarians as are not provided with 
proper documents, and especially o 
thosa who have not performed their 
military service.

StatuteM ot 


Some of the intimations and insinua- 


tions contained in the subjoined ex- 
cerpt from the Wiunemucoa Silver State 
of Monday, undoubtedly do injustice to 
;he persons mentioned. Such portions, 
jowever, as are true, should receive 
prompt and favorable action: 


The Silver State is informed by the 


county officers that ouly three copies of 
.he Statutes of Nevada for 188L have 
>een sent to thii county. It is hinted 
that a San Francisco firm, which print- 
ed the Statutes, had an arrangement 
with some of the State officers by the 
nrms of which county officers we"e not 
o be furnished with the Statutes as pro- 
vided by law, until tbe San Francisco 
firm had disposed of ns many copies a» 


shiolc. The trntb of this assertion 


we do not rouoh for, though it has been 
told us as a fact. 


Until four years ago, the press of the 


State was furnished with copies of the 
laws enacted at each successive session 
of the Legislature, and published a 
synopsis of the principal new laws for 
the benefit of the public. Now, this 
rule is changed, and papers have to buy 
the Statutes of a San Francisco firm, or 
do without them. This is unfair to 
many, if not u\l, tho newspapers of the 
State, as they furnish the "State Library 
with copies of their publications, and if 
back numbers are missing, they take 
pains to supply them when informed o 
the fact by the State Librnrinc. A 
least one newspaper from every county, 
where a pappr is published, is bouuc 
and filed in the Stale Library, for ref- 
erence. In exchange for this, the State 
ought to furnish snob papers with t 
copy of the Statutes every two yearBv 
nud the Legislature ought to pass an 
Act making it the duty of the Secretary 
of State to send a copy of the Statutes 
to every paper that is mailed regularly 
to the State Library.
